The District was organized in 2001 to 
provide sewer collection and disposal 
services in an area designated a health 
hazard due to failing septic systems. 
The district is located about 1 mile 
south of Corvallis on Highway 99W. 

The District is a separate municipal 
entity from the County, but by law the 
Governing Body is the Benton County 
Board of Commissioners.  Benton 
County Public Works Department 
manages daily operations, customer 
billing, and staff support. County 
Financial Services provides treasury, 
financial management services and 
coordinates the Budget process. The 
County is reimbursed for these services 
by district funds. 

The District serves 38 properties. An 
advisory committee reviews district 
operations and makes 
recommendations to the governing 
body on issues and rates.  

Waste is piped to a connection to the 
Corvallis sewage system for processing. 
District rates cover processing fees. The 
system is maintained by the City of 
Corvallis as if it were within the city. The 
district accumulates funds for debt 
payments.

District Statement 

The annual budget covers the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2023, and ending June 30, 2024. 

The budget was built with a $10/mo. (19%) increase in rates per homeowner in response to expected increase 
in operating costs of $4560.  Approximately 1/3 of the increase is attributable to 7% increase in City of Corvallis 
rates effective 2/1/2023. The last rate increase was in 2022. The District has no personnel. All services and 
support are provided by County operating departments.  Debt Service proposed budget is dependent on 
collection of past due account. 

Debt to the Federal government which financed original construction was refinanced through the County’s 
General Fund in 2014-15. The new debt schedule along with a lower interest rate will better match outstanding 
special assessments due over the next 10 years. The District has no personnel. All services and support are 
contracted to the City of Corvallis or provided by County operating departments. 

Maintenance responsibility rests with the City of Corvallis.
